If the 874 
monies don’t arrive this month or next, 
the board would have to borrow to pay an 
estim ated $11 million in salaries and 
other expenses for the month. Carlin said

BEIRUT, Lebanon (U P I) — Blaring 
automobile horns from traffic jams 
replaced the sound of gunfire in Beirut 
streets today, and the national recon­ 
ciliation com m ittee met to preserve the 
peace that descended on Lebanon for the 
first time in nearly four weeks 
Beirut Radio reported there had been 
“no incidents worth mentioning” — 
apart from scattered sniper fire in outer 
suburbs — after 26 days of sectarian 
warfare that left more than 500 persons 
dead and 1.100 wounded 
Premier Rashid Karami called the 20- 
man National Dialogue Committee into 
session to resume consultations on plan­ 
ning political and social reform in

The vessel will carry cargo to the Far

The interim accord stipulates that 
Israel can ship nonmilitary cargo both 
ways through the canal on vessels not 
flying the Israeli flag By sending a ship 
from Israel instead of to it. the radio 
said. Egypt could be more assured that it 
would not have to check for military 
cargo

Republican Peoples party made major 
gains in the face of heavy losses by the

coalition 
led by

Suleyman D em irel’s Justice party 
Incomplete returns from Sunday's six- 
party election gave the Republican Peo­ 
ples party 17 new seats for a total of 60 in 
the 181-member Senate 
The Justice party lost nine seats but 
still wound up with a 72-seat plurality in 
the Senate, an advisory body in Turkey’s 
two-house parliament 
Four of the 54 seats contested in the 
midterm vote were still undecided 
Voters also filled six vacant seats in 
the 450-member National Assembly, the 
decision-m aking lower house in the 
Turkish parliament 
The Justice party picked up four seats 
and the Republican Peoples party added 
one One of the seats was still undecided 
The gains by supporters of Ecevit. who 
ordered the 1974 Turkish invasion of 
Cyprus, could harden Turkey's policy 
toward the United States 
Demirel took over 25 U.S. bases last 
July in reprisal for Am erica’s arm s em ­ 
bargo. but has adopted a conciliatory at­ 
titude since Congress partially lifted the 
ban last week 


There was no immediate indication of 
which ship will undertake the mission 
what its cargo will be or what will be its 
final destination 
The trip will be a first Following the 
100-hour Sinai campaign in 1956. Egypt 
halted an Israeli ship, the Bat Galil. as it 
tried to sail through the canal, seized its 
cargo and arrested the crew for a year 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin said 
Sunday the Soviet Union, Syria and the

City officials denounce 
consolidation of lawmen

Lompoc officials reacted 
with less than wild enthusiasm 
to a proposal last week which 
would combine the city’s police 
department with the Santa Bar­ 
bara County Sheriff s Depart­ 
ment 
“ What are we gaining’’” 
asked M ayor A rt S co tt. 
“ Nothing, w e’re gaining 
nothing It’s just another ero­ 
sion of home rule and I'm 
afraid of losing any more home 
rule ” 
The Sheriff's Benefit and 
Belief Association, which 
represents most of the county's 
250 sworn deputy sheriffs, 
proposed last week the con­ 
solidation of all law enforce­ 
ment agencies in Santa Barbara 
County 
The association intends to 
come before the board of super­ 
visors on Oct 27 with their 
proposal In announcing their 
plan, the association said after 
an eight-month study it had con­ 
cluded consolidation would 
eliminate duplication of ser­ 
vices. possibly lower costs and 
make tax doliars go further 
Francis II Beattie, district 
four supervisor, reacted more 
cautiously than Mayor Scott “ I 
want to keep an open mind and 
will support any study that 
perhaps could elminate some 
overlapping and make law en­ 
forcement more economical.” 
he said 
However Beattie said he had 
“ serious doubts” of any 
economic benefits in the 
proposal of the sheriff’s as­ 
sociation He said the trouble 
now in law enforcement was 
the sheriff’s department could 
not provide city-type police ser­ 
vices in unincoporated areas 
such as Vandenberg Village and 
Mission Hills 
The citv-type services Beat­ 
tie referred to were beat 
patrolmen and traffic control 
He added that there was one 
deputy sheriff for every 1,200 
people, whereas the city of 
Lompoc has about 30 sworn 
policemen for about 26,000 peo­ 
ple. 
City Administrator Gene L. 
Wahlers said that in 1972 a 
countywide study of law en­ 
forcement services had con­ 
cluded just the opposite of the 
sheriffs association proposal 
The report of Arthur D. Lit­ 
tle. Inc . a San Francisco con­ 
sulting firm, said responsibility 
and financing of police protec­ 
tion should be shifted from the 
county to the area or local level 
The L ittle re p o rt also 
suggested that the county 
should 
‘ seriously evaluate” 
contracting with north county 
cities such as Lompoc to 
provide police protection 
throughout the unincorporated 
sections of the north countv and 


for parts of the South Coast 
“ It appears that the north 
county citie s should extend 
their police protection to a d ja ­ 
c e n t u n in c o rp o ra te d a re a s , 
th ro u g h jo in t 
e x e r c is e of 
pow ers agreem ents with the 
county, at a low er or com 
parable cost to that incurred by 
the Sheriff in operating p a tro h 
in these a re a s .” the report said 
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Wahlers said he agreed with 
the Little report Bather than 
h»1 absorbed by the sheriff s 
department, the ILompoc Police 
Department should be ex­ 
panded and provide police 
proteetion for the unincor­

WASHINGTON (UPIi ~ The 
United States is not ready to 
make specific commitments of 
military aid to Egypt, says 
Secretary of State Heniy Kis­ 
singer 
He said President Ford, when 
he meets with Egyptian Presi­ 
dent Anwar Sadat in Washing­ 
ton later this month, will dis­ 
cuss military aid only “ in 
general terms " 


“ We don't know whether in 
fact he <Sadat) will have a 
specific shopping list or will ask 
for it in general.“ Kissinger 
said Sunday. 
He was interviewed on NBC's 
“ Meet The Press ” 


The secretary was asked 
what he or Ford would say if 
Sadat, who has broken his 
relationship with the Soviet 
Union, asks for American 


military help as he says he will 
do. 
“ I don't think we will be 
prepared at this moment to 
make any specific commit­ 
ments of military aid. but we 
will be prepared to discuss the 
problem with him in general 
terms," Kissinger said 
“ We 
are prepared to discuss it with 
him but at this time not in

He also said consultations

MOSCOW (UPI) - Talks on a 
long-term agreement govern­ 
ing U.S. grain sales to the 
Soviet Union have reached a 
“ very delicate" stage, accord­ 
ing to the chief American 
negotiator 
But Charles A Robinson said 
he had made good progress dur­ 
ing his latest discussions — 12 
days of them — with Soviet of­ 
ficials and hoped an agreement 
could be concluded quickly. 
“ We are at a very delicate 
stage,” he said 
“ There has 
been good progress. I am 
hopeful we can resolve the 
remaining issues that have 
been narrowed down to the 
point where we can resolve 
them promptly." 
Robinson, undersecretary of 
state L.r economic affairs, 
spoke to reporters before flying 
to Paris to attend an interna­ 
tional energy conference open­ 
ing today. 
He declined to discuss sub­ 
stantive matters in the negotia­ 
tions. but said he would return 
to Moscow Tuesday or Wednes­ 
day to resume them 
The trip will be Robinson’s 
third to the Soviet capital since 
early last month when Presi­ 
dent Ford sent him and a 
delegation here to work out an 
agreement that would set a 
minimum amount of U.S. grain 
that the Russians would buy 
each year. 
Ford also clamped an embar­ 
go on further sales to the Soviet 
Union after the Kremlin bought 
10 million tons of grain and 
Am erican labor leaders 
charged the sales were boosting 
domestic food prices 
The long-term agreement 
Ford said it might be for five 
years — would be aimed at les­ 
sening the impact on world 
markets of periodic Soviet buy­ 
ing sprees 
This year, for example, the 
Soviet Union has suffered a dis­ 
astrous harvest and has turned 
abroad to buy wheat 
Moscow sources made no 
mention of negotiations on U.S. 
purchases of Soviet oil beyond 
acknowledging the question 
was discussed. 
President Ford said in 
Washington last Friday the oil 
talks were “ a little more dif­ 
ficult because they have the 
commodity and we want it

COLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI) - The congregation at St Philip 
the Apostle Catholic church sang “ Glory. Glory, hallelujah" 
as the plain, wooden boxes loaded with guns were carried up 
the aisle A six-man special police team stood guard in the 
vestibule 
The boxes. fiHed with about 17 handguns and about as 
many toy guns, were placed at the altar Sunday 
The offering was the Rev Richard Engle’s way of calling 
for «tronger gun control legislation from his 1000-member 
pa 
. in a middle-class southeast Columbus suburb 
The guns were enroute to a foundry today to be melted 
down into crosses and given to congressmen, senators and 
other political leaders. 
“ This is a local parish project." said the Engle. 50. who 
asked his parishioners to turn in their guns in a full-page let­ 
ter in last week's church bulletin 
This turned out to be more than I expected." said Engle, 
who donned dark glasses because of the television lights dur­ 
ing the service. 
The guns were stored overnight in a police safe 
A police helicopter flew in circles over the church as the 
standing room crowd emptied into the front law n at the close 
of mass, in which Engle prayed that “ this sacrifice and the 
guns we have offered to be melted down bring harmony and 
concord to all Your children 
Outside, however, Bernie Leitwein. and his son picketed 
with a sign that asked parishioners not to give up their con­ 
stitutional rights to bear arms 
“ This isn't a church function." said I ' >twein “ Maybe a 
state or federal government ought to get involved, but not a 
church " 
Engle said a standing policy of the parish was equal time 
in the church bulletin, and he had offered Leitwein a chance 
to express his views. After the service. Leitwein praised 
Engle for “ a fine sermon 
Engle and Dan Perkins, who coordinated coverage of the 
weekend gun control program, said the foundry which 
agreed originally to melt down the guns backed out of the 
program last Tuesday The Poulton Foundry agreed to take 
the task, however, said Engle 
“ There are so many people who approve of some type of 
gun control," he said “ But the program can t seem to get 
through Congress. This is just a small step, but if other peo­ 
ple join in. it will become a march " 


New plan offered for Demo 
selection of delegates 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
controversial proposal to 
change the rules for selecting 
delegates to the 1978 Democrat­ 
ic national convention appeared 
today to be suffocating in a new 
partv atmosphere of sweetness 
and light 
The plan, sponsored by South 
Carolina Democratic chairman 
Don Fowler was scheduled for 
offering to the party's 25- 
member national executive 
committee and then to the 361- 
member national committee 
meeting Tuesday and Wednes­ 
day 
Fowler’s proposal, backed by 
the Democratic State Chair­ 
man’s Association he heads, 
would give state party leaders 
the right to ignore the can­ 
didate preferences of primary 
voters in choosing up to 25 per 
cent of convention delegations 


and to allocate delegates 
among congressional districts 
without regard to national 
party guidelines 
The proposals provoked 
strong opposition among “ New 
Politics" partisans and gave 
promise of another Democratic 
battle 


But Fowler appeared less 
than eager to challenge the 
reformers on the rules issue 
He said the changes would help 
the party, but said. "I'm tired 
of fighting these political bat­ 
tles I don't relish any great 
fight " 


National Committee Chair 
man Robert Strauss opened the 
executive committee’s two-dav 
session Sunday with a predic­ 
tion there would be far less 
“ ripping at throats" than had 
been predicted, and the first 


day’s meeting bore him out 


The executive group reeom 
mended a rule that would 
require 25 per cent backing to 
send minority reports to the 
convention floor from its key 
platform rules and credentials 
committees It only took 10 per 
cent to force convention debate 
on minority reports in 1972 and 
Strauss said that brought up is­ 
sues of such specialized con 
cem that the public and the 
majority of Democrats were 
stmplv “ turned off ’ 


It also approved a compro­ 
mise party bv-law that would 
limit requirements on state and 
local parties to actively recruit 
women, minorities and young 
people but still require “ affir­ 
mative action 
at the start of 
candidate and leadership selec­ 
tion and party policvmaking

United Press International 
Former Treasury Secretary 
John Connally says he expects a 
“horse race” between Presi­ 
dent Ford and Ronald Reagan 
for the GOP presidential 
nomination next year, and that 
Reagan might win the New 
Hampshire primary 
He said until 10 days ago he 
thought Reagan would not 
challenge the President. 
“I have changed my mind," 
Connally said Sunday. “I think 
it’s going to be a horse race.” 
He said Reagan, the former 
governor of California, might 
take the New Hampshire and 
other primaries “and if he does, 
it might be more than a horse 
race.” 
Connally, who switched from 
the Democratic party to the 
GOP during the Nixon adminis­ 


tration. also said Ford's cross­ 
country trips were designed to 
keep Reagan out of the running 
but instead had the opposite ef­ 
fect. 
Connally, former Democratic 
governor of Texas, appeared on 
CBS’ Face the Nation 
Connally, however, did not 
say whom he supports for presi­ 
dent, hut said Ford may lack 
ability to lead the nation 


Connally said Ford “should 
be much bolder, much more 
forceful. I think he ought to be 
discussing a great many issues 
that he’s not.” 


For example, he said, Ford 
personally should have made 
the speech in which United Na­ 
tions 
Am bassador Daniel 
Moynihan referred to Ugandan 
President Idi Amin as a “racist 
Wallace in first 
trip to Europe 


LONDON (UPI) - Alabama 
Gov. George Wallace arrived in 
London today, visiting Europe 
for the first time in an apparent 
attempt to broaden his image 
as a Democratic presidential 
contender. 
The chartered plane carrying 
Wallace, his wife, Cornelia, and 
60 aides arrived at London's 
Heathrow airport this morning 
under special security precau­ 
tions. 
Airport officials ordered the 
plane to taxi to the safety of a 
floodlit area on the southern 


side of Heathrow, well away 
from the main passenger ter­ 
minal. 


A small group of reporters 
waited on die windy tarmac as 
the governor, looking fit but sl­ 
ightly pale, was brought down 
the steps of the plane 


The tour of Britain. Belgium, 
Italy, West G erm any and 
France was Wallace’s first of­ 
ficial trip abroad since being 
crippled in an assassination at­ 
tempt during the 1972 presi­ 
dential campaign 


murderer ’’ 
Among Democratic presiden­ 
tial candidates, endorsements 
from other politicians used to 
be a main ingredient of any 
campaign 
But though their value 
dim inished after Edmund 
Muskie locked up most availa­ 
ble endorsements in 1971 only to 
prove a failure in the 1972 
primaries, endorsements are 
back again.

Robert Abrams Sunday en­ 
dorsed Sen 
Birch Bayh 
Abrams, one of the early sup­ 
p orters of Sen. G eorge 
McGovern in 1972, said Bayh is 
“both strong on the issues and 
strong at the polls ” His en­ 
dorsement comes so early, 
Abrams said, because “The 
greatest threat to a Democratic 
victory in 1976 is for liberals to 
permit themselves to be splin­ 
tered among many c a n ­ 
didates” 
John Kenneth Galbraith. Har­ 
vard professor and former am­ 
bassador to India. Sunday en­ 
dorsed Rep Morris K. Udall. 
He said the Arizona Democrat 
is a “calm, solid liberal with a 
sense of humor. Of the an­ 
nounced candidates he was the 
first to oppose the Vietnam 
war. His electability, no small 
d eta il for all who have 
developed an aversion for los­ 
ing causes, has been amply es­ 
tablished in the conservative 
state of Arizona.” 


FBI probes small banker 


tale of robbery by bomb 


EUREKA, Calif. (UPI) - 
FBI agents have joined the in­ 
vestigation of a bizarre case in 
which a small-town banker — 
believing he was wearing a 
deadly bombpack — turned 
over a substantial amount of 
cash to two men who held his 
wife hostage. 
Agents and Humboldt County 
Sheriff’s deputies Sunday said 
they had “no idea” who pulled 
off Saturday’s robbery. The 
agents said they stepped into 
the case because there was an 
apparent violation of the Hobbs 
Act prohibiting interference 
with interstate commerce. 
Officers said they were still 
trying to determine the amount 
of cash taken. They also said 
the bombpack turned out to be 
harmless. 
Herbert Rasmussen, presi­ 
dent of the Bank of Loleta at 
nearby Fortuna, said two 


masked men, armed with 
automatic rifles, invaded his 
home and bound and gagged his 
wife. 
Then, he said, they fastened 
what they said was a bomb to 
his back and said it could be 
detonated by remote control. 
They also said it had a 
microphone hooked to a trans­ 
mitter so they could hear 
anything that was said by him. 
Rasmussen said he then 
followed orders by going to the 
bank — which is open on Satur­ 
days — removing the money 
from a vault and leaving it in a 
designated spot in a parking lot. 
The bank official said he then 
went to the south jetty of Hum­ 
boldt Bay to await further in­ 
structions. When nothing hap­ 
pened for some time, he said, 
he called other bank represen­ 
tatives and law enforcement 
agencies.

Conqs best, says Buena; 
Braves win 'homecoming'

"C abrillo ought to win their league with no problem .” 
T h at’s how the Northern League football race was han­ 
dicapped by Buena coach Jim Homze Friday night after his 
Bulldogs had absorbed a 46-21 pounding at Huyck Stadium 
in the season’s final pre-league game. 
Homze’s prediction was a glaring oversim plification But 
then he had no way of knowing that while his team had been 
scored upon at will bv the Conqs. a couple of other Northern 
League clubs had also been sharpening their teeth. 
Lompoc scored its second straight impressive win, over 
weak Dos Pueblos, and Santa Maria pulled the biggest sur­ 
prise of all. 
The Saints not only beat Long Beach Poly, the fifth-rated 
team in the CIF 4-A, but they did it with em barrassing ease, 
19-0. Santa Maria lim ited Poly to 20 yards net offense. Saint 
tailback Rick Johnson ran 31 tim es for 176 yards. 
And guess who Cabrillo plays next week in the league 
opener. 
So the Conqs. though still undefeated (3-0-1), aren’t the 
only team in contention for the league title. It just seemed 
that way to the dazed Buena coach 
"C abrillo is the toughest team we've played." said Homze, 
whose club yielded more points Friday than in any single 
gam e in the 15 years he’s been coaching at Buena (13 as as­ 
sistant coach, two as head coach) 
"T hey (Conqs) are much tougher than Cam arillo (Buena’s 
only other loss),” added Homze 
"They have much more 
speed And number 45 is the best back we’ve seen. 
“ We were mentally ready, but we just got overwhelmed by 
a better ballclub We w eren't impressed with Cabrillo’s hit­ 
ting. but with their passing game and number 45’s running.” 
Number 45 is Andre McGant, a 6-0, 180-pound senior half­ 
back What Andre did was rush 21 tim es for 130 of Cabrillo’s 
160 ground yards, and catch three passes for 101 more yards. 
He made touchdown runs of five and 35 yards after seem ing­ 
ly being nailed for losses on both runs. He turned a 13-vard 
pass into a 68-vard touchdown play. And he personally ac­ 
counted for eight of C abrillo’s 14 first downs. 
Andre’s rushing sidekick. Ron Carney, saw little action 
after reinjuring a foot. 
McGant was one of the reasons that the Conqs scored a 
touchdown seven of the 10 tim es they got possession of the 
football They failed to score on their first two drives in the

Many coaches feel that homecoming gam es fire up the 
host team and afford them a psychological advantage. 
If the Dos Pueblos Chargers had any psychological advan­ 
tage in Friday’s homecoming game at UCSB Campus 
Stadium, it was more than offset by Lompoc coach Mike 
W arren’s personal homecoming.

Despite the inspiration of a band, drill team , and complete 
homecoming court and show, the Chargers challenged the 
Braves only once inside the Lompoc 20, settling for an off- 
target field goal attempt. 
"W e were just outplayed by Lompoc,” stated Dos Pueblos 
coach Dick Mires.

The Charger option was good for two completed passes, 
one to quarterback Jim Ritchie for 20 yards, and five yards 
on the ground.

'Blind' intersections

Last week the Record at­ 
tempted to point out an ex­ 
tremely dangerous condition 
in our city in the form of 
“blind’’ 
intersections. 
We 
published three photos of out­ 
standing examples of severe 
iraffic hazards but we could 
have published many, many 
more for there are many, 
many more. 
It appears that for the most 
part, the creation of a “ blind” 
intersection is caused by the 
private property owner. This 
is not to say that the city or 


highway department are com­ 
pletely blameless. They allow 
weeds to grow high on their 
properties 
as 
well 
as 
the 
private property owner. 


We strongly feel that if 
something is not done soon to 
eradicate the great number of 
such intersections, it will be 
any day now that a blinding 
crash will occur, particularly 
at those intersections where 
no stop sign exists. 


The only possible way to 
eliminate such dangerous cor- 


ners is to seek the cooperation 
of the private property owner. 
If you live at an intersection, 
inspect your property to see if 
your ornamental bushes are 
creating 
the 
hazard. 
Trim 
them down to allow for full 
visibility. Perhaps our police 
department in 
their cruise 
cars can pinpoint the hazards 
and point them out to the 
property owner and attempt to 
seek cooperation. 
We make this plea in the in­ 
terest of saving life, limb and 
property.

One diX'S wish that His Holiness Pope 
I’aul would .stop interfering in these mat­ 
ters This is the third time now that 1 can 


remember He has the power, unchal­ 
lenged in the Catholic community, to 
declare that capital punishment is a 
moral crime Let him use it, if he feels 
the afflatus He would, to be sure, be re­ 
quired to revi.se those passages in the Old 
Testament which specify capital punish­ 
ment for certain kinds of crime But I do 
not see why the Pope makes no gesture 
against Catholic France for guillotining 
a.ssorted criminals (some ten in the past 
ten 
years) 
who kill 
people, 
while 
protesting the execution of Spaniards 
who kill people 


The only generic distinction one can 
come up with is that in Spain the 
murders were “ political murders.” So? I 
cannot see that the victims — simple 
policemen — were in any way affected 
by the distinction And 1 do not see that a 
state .should consider that anyone within 
its borders who kills someone for a 
political motive should be treated more 
gently than someone who kills somebody 
while robbing a bank The argument, as 
a matter of fact, is entirely in the other 
direction 
The 
principal 
corporate 
responsibility of the state is to guard 
itself: salus publica. suprema lex. At­ 
tempts on civil authority are attempts on 
civil order 
And this statement is 
generically safe one to make. One wishes 
to tyrants were regularly popped off by 
heroic assassins But one cannot expect 
that those who are caught will go un­ 
punished 
Why didn’t the legions in 
F.urope rise up in protest against the 
public execution of the assassin of King 
FaisaU Probably because they were

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Gas shortage is hoax 


WASHINGTON - The federal govern­ 
ment is conspiring with the oil and gas 
interests to hit the American people with 
another shortage this winter. This time 
it will be a shortage of natural gas. 
Enough natural gas is available, ac­ 
cording to congressional experts, to heat 
homes and run factories. It simply isn’t 
being delivered. TTie 
industry is holding out 
for higher prices, the 
experts^arge 
The Federal Power 
Commission, which is 
supposed 
to protect 
the public from price 
gouging, allegedly is 
letting the oil and gas 
barons get away with 
it 
A 
confidential 
memo, prepared by 
the staff of the House 
Energy 
subcommit­ 
tee, details how the conspiracy workds to 
curtail the flow of gas to the consumers. 
Stated simply, the producers con­ 
tracted to deliver more gas to the 
pipelines than is coming through. The 
memo charges that a staggering 31 per 
cent of the gas promised to the pipelines 
under contract isn’t being delivered. 
The memo cites Transco, a major East 
Coast pipeline, as an example. “ Only 
about one-third of the producers are 
delivering the minimum quantities” 
which the contracts call for. This has 
forced Transco, in turn, to curtail its 
supply to consumers. 
Nationwide, 
the 
curtailments 
are 
similar. “ There is little doubt that the 
failure to deliver under these contracts 
is the major cause for the shortage,” the 
memo states. 
The congressional experts reason that 
the producers would never have signed 
the contracts in the first place if the gas 
w eren’t availab le. At the tim e 
the 
contracts 
were 
executed, 
the 
producers knew how large their gas 


reserves were They would never have 


agreed to deliver more gas than they 
could produce, the experts conclude. 
In the opinion of its own lawyers, the 
Federal Power Commission has the legal 
authority to enforce the contracts and to 
make the gas producers deliver. Yet the 
reluctant regulators have taken no ac­ 
tion. The House investigators think they 
know why. 
The oil and gas profiteers want to be 
free to raise prices. President Ford and 
the FPC are willing to let them have 
higher prices as an incentive to develop 
more gas. 
“ The... objective 
of 
significantly 
higher prices through deregulation is 
probably the key factor why we have not 
had an active pursuit by the FPC with 
regard to these nonproductive, but 
dedicated, 
reserves,” 
declares 
the 
memo 
The gas producers claim, of course, 
there are valid reasons why they aren’t 
delivering on the contracts. But the 
memo points out that the amount of with­ 
held gas has increased each year since 
deregulation became a possibility. The 
pattern suggests that the cutbacks have 
been arbitrary. 
The 
producers are 
holding out, the experts think, for 
deregulation and higher prices. 
“ It is clear that until speculative an­ 
ticipations are removed,” states the 
memo, “ producers will withhold sup­ 
plies.” 
These 
“ speculative 
an­ 
ticipations.” of course, are the higher 
prices 
that 
the 
producers 
expect 
deregulation to bring. 
Congress is now considering lifting the 
price controls on interstate natural gas. 
This would cut the ropes on the gas bal­ 
loon and cause the price of natural gas to 
shoot up 450 per cent, according to an es­ 
timate by the industry itself. 
The impact on the consumers — and 
the economy as a whole — would be 
devastating. Most estimates place the 
cost of deregulation between $9 billion 


and $11 billion.

We have cited Mafia figures who 
risked their lives to testify for the 
government. The Justice Department, 
after providing them with new identities, 
quickly tired of them and abandoned 
them. 
The latest complaint came from un­ 
derworld informer Ron Schoenneman 
who told us the Justice Department was 
about to break certain promises he 
claimed were made to him when he 
became a state witness three years 
ago. 
His testimony led to 32 convictions of 
organized crime figures, including the 
notorious mobster Carmen Bastione. 
Schoenneman also helped the F B I 
recover $10 million worth of stolen stock 
certificates. 
Yet despite this cooperation, he was 
told his wife and six children probably 
would be left without subsistence when 
he began serving his 30-month prison 
sentence this month. 
He telephoned Gerald Shur, the at­ 
torney in charge of the Intelligence Unit, 
and complained that the Justice Depart­ 
ment ha(i a morll, if not a legal, “ obliga­ 
tion not to let seven people be thrown out 
in the street.” 
“ You hit a key word — legally,” said 
Shur. “ The Department of Justice can­ 
not spend money it is not legally 
authorized to spend...! suppose.” he ad­ 
ded, “ all this could have been avoided 
had you never committed the crime at 
all.“ ‘ 
“ But here is an individual who of his 
own volition decided to get out of 
organized crime, picked up the phone — 
wasn’t caught — and gave the govern­ 
ment approximately 30 to 32 convic­ 
tions,” pleaded the ex-mobster. 
Over Shur’s objections, the Schoen­ 
neman family finally was granted sub­ 
sistence after repeated inquiries from 
our office.
